THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Tex t o f the Lesso n, Ma tt, x iv , 2 2 -36. 
Memo ry Verses, 26, 27— Go lden Tex t, 
Ma tt, x iv , 33— Co mmenta ry Prepa red 
by Rev . D. M. Stea rns. 


It was a time of ex p ectation, on the 
p art of some, of the coming of Elijah 
or the p rop het like unto Moses (Deut. 
x v iii) or the Messiah; hence the differ­ 
ent thoughts and say ings of p eop le 
concerning John and Jesus. Some who 
had seen this latest miracle said, “This 
is of a truth that p rop het that should 
come into the world’’ (John v i, 14). 
When Jesus, therefore, p erceiv ed that 
they would come and take Ilim by 
force to make Him a king He con­ 
strained His discip les to get into a 
ship and go before Ilim across the sea, 
while He sent the multitudes away , 
and He went alone into a mountain to 
commune with His Father, no doubt 
about many things. 
He felt free to 
talk with His Father at any time, in 
any 
p lace 
and 
about 
ev ery thing. 
Heav en and the Father were more 
real to Him than all the p laces and 
p eop le on earth. He could say as none 
other ev er could, “I came down from 
heav en;” “I go to p rep are a p lace for 
y ou.” 
Ev en while He was on earth 
He sp oke of Himself as “the Son of 
Man which is in heav en” (John iii, 13). 
If we are taught in the last lesson the 
one great business of the believ ers 
who are on the earth to giv e the bread 
of life to the p erishing we hav e in 
this at least a suggestion of the p res­ 
ent work of Christ, in heav en with the 
Father, ou our behalf. 
As we see the discip les in the boat, 
toiling in rowing, tossed with the 
"wav es, for the wind was contrary unto 
them, and Jesus alone on the land 
we can hardly fail to recognize a p ic­ 
ture of this p resent age with Jesus on 
high, while the comp any of believ ers 
on earth toil on, contending with many 
contrary things and seemingly mak­ 
ing little p rogress. I am glad that it 
is written “He saw them toiling” 
(Mark v i, 48). I recall that is writ­ 
ten concerning Israel in Egy p t, “I hav e 
surely seen the affliction of my p eop le 
* * ♦ and hav e heard their cry , * * * 
for I know their sorrows, and I am 
come down to deliv er them” (Ex . iii, 
7, 8). 
We are sure that God knows 
and lov es and cares and will in due 
time deliv er His church from this 
ev il age and will deliv er y ou, suffering 
one, from y our trials in the v ery best 
time and way (II Cor. i. 10^ II Tim. 
iv , 18). 
In the fourth watch of the 
night Jesus went unto them, walking 
on the sea. 
In the morning, that may 
now be v ery near, He will come for 
His church, and just as the discip les 
were immediately at the land as soon 
as they receiv ed Him into the boat so 
the church will be at her destination 
as soon as she welcomes Him on His 
return for her. 
Oh, that she might 
say with one accord, “Come, Lord 
Jesus!” 
The morning deliv erances of 
Scrip ture are a most p rofitable study 
—-for ex amp le, the ov erthrow of the 


host of Pharaoh, the deliv erance of 
Daniel from the lions' (leu, the future 
deliv erance of Israel in the time of 
their great tribulation according to Ps. 
x lv i, 5, margin. 
It will be a beautiful 
morning for Israel, according to II 
Sam. x x iii, 4, but there will be no 
morning for unbeliev ers, and so the 
morning eometh and also the night 
(Isa. v iii, 20, K. V.; x x i, 12). At first 
the discip les cried out for fear when 
they saw the Lord walking on the sea, 
and there are many believ ers who 
would be greatly startled if Jesus 
should come. 
Just recently I hav e 
heard sev eral confess that when they 
first heard of Jesus’ coming again, lit­ 
erally coming for His church, and that 
it might be at any time it gav e them 
cold chills. Some added that the chill 
soon gav e p lace to a thrill of joy , and 
it has been a joy ful ex p ectation ev er 
since. 
How blessed Ills “Be of good 
cheer; it is I; be not afraid.” Comp are 
Matt, ix , 2, 22; Joliu x v i, 33; Acts x x iii, 
11. 
May we hav e grace to recognize 
Him and His lov e in ev ery ev ent. 
Peter as literally walked on the wa­ 
ter as Jesus did, but not far, for he 
took his ey es off Jesus, and the wind 
and the wav es were more real to him 
than the Lord, and he began to sink. 
His p ray er was v ery brief and to the 
p oint, “Lord, sav e me.” 
Immediately 
that kind hand held him, and he was 
safe, and soon they were in the boat, 
and the wind ceased. 
Peter’s trouble 
was “little faith and real doubt.” Do 
we not see ourselv es? We must hav e 
faith and doubt not (Jas. i, 6). 
In a 
letter from a p hy sician, an earnest 
Christian, receiv ed this week he say s: 
“In instances where I hav e absolute­ 
ly trusted Him, where all else had 
failed and the darkness was so black, 
He nev er failed me. Oh, if I could al­ 
way s absolutely trust Him without 
wav ering!” The faith of the discip les 
was ev idently strengthened, for they 
said, “Of a truth Thou art the Son of 
God.” 
When He had landed and the p eop le 
knew it they soon brought to Him 
from all the country round about all 
who were diseased, asking the p riv i­ 
lege of just touching the hem of His 
garment, and as many as touched were 
made p erfectly whole. 
They must 
hav e touched as did the woman of 
chap ter Ix . 
But some must hav e 
sp read the knowledge of Him or the 
others would not hav e known. 
What 
are we doing to tell the glad tidings 
of such a Sav iour? Are we zealous in 
this matter? 
How do we show our 
lov e and gratitude to Him and our lov e 
to others?

A judge in civ il life is an official be­ 
fore whom those charged with civ il or 
criminal misconduct are brought for 
trial. In our country there are v arious 
degrees of courts, each one limited as 
to the character of cases that may be 
tried before it. The sup reme court of 
the United States at Washington is the 
highest form of court in our land, 
p assing judgments affecting the con­ 
stitution <>f the United States, and 
these judgments are final. 
It is the 
court of last resort, and its decisions 
cannot be ap p ealed to any other tri­ 
bunal. 
The 
surroundings 
of 
manv 


courts are most brilliant, but none will 
be so glorious wben Christ, the Son of 
Man, shall come, with all his holy an­ 
gels. and sit up on the throne of His 
glory and judge the world. No human 
court has a univ ersal jurisdiction, but 
w7hen Christ ap p ears as a judge it will 
be to judge the world, and His judg­ 
ment will be final, and no ap p eal from 
it will be p ossible. These facts should 
imp ress us most seriously . 
We should 
think of Christ as a judge as well as 
our Lord and Sav iour. 
The jurisdiction of Christ as a 
judge will in the last day be a uni­ 
v ersal one. 
“And before Him shall 
be gathered all nations.” 
The p eop le 
of ev ery nation that liv ed in the his­ 
tory of the world will stand before 
Him. Therefore we ourselv es will be 
among that number. 
No one can es­ 
cap e. 
Many 
who 
commit 
crimes 
against civ il gov ernments fly to some 
distant land and escap e trial, but this 
cannot be done in the day of the gen­ 
eral judgment. Men will call up on the 
hills and rocks to fall up on them and 
destroy them, but nothing of the kind 
will hap p en. 
The righteous and the 
wicked will alike stand before Christ 
the Judge and receiv e sentence from 
nim . 
In nis cap acity as judge Christ will 
div ide all nations into tw7o classes. 
The first, which he calls the sheep , 
will stand up on His right hand, and 
the second, designated as the goats, 
will stand up on His left hand. The 
sheep ty p ify the innocent, the gentle, 
the good, while the goats rep resent the 
unworthy . 
The right hand signifies 
honor and fav or, while the left hand 
denotes the op p osite.

from me, y e cursed, into ev erlasting 
fire p rep ared for the dev il and his an­ 
gels.” 
What joy to those up on the 
right hand! What awful woe and an­ 
guish to those up on the left hand! On 
one of these two sides we shall stand. 
One of these two judgments will be 
p ronounced up on us. Which? It de­ 
p ends entirely up on us in the relation 
we assume toward Christ in this life. 
Christ seems to base His judgments 
up on our p ersonal goodness, but He 
really goes deep er than that. He re­ 
calls W’hat they had done unto nim 
through doing unto His discip les and 
“in His name.” Pure humanitarianism 
will sav e no soul. 
Works must be 
founded up on faith in Christ, for when 
those who were condemned declared 
that they had had no op p ortunity to 
do such things He rep lied that in doing 
them not unto the least of His disci­ 
p les they did them not unto Him. 
In 
Christ’s name and by faith in nim 
good works alone are well p leasing to 
Christ and to His Father 
The judgment of Christ is final and 
for all eternity . 
No sentence ev er 
ends “These shall go into ev erlasting 
p unishment, but the righteous into life 
ev erlasting.” 
How much, therefore, 
w’e hav e at stake in this judgment of 
Christ! 
“Ev erlasting 
p unishment!” 
“Ev erlasting life!” 
Which will we 
choose?

The man whose neck is of greater 
diameter than his head may solv e the 
collar-buttoning problem quite easily 
by buttoning his collar to the neck ­ 
band <» f his shirt before he draws 
the latter garm ent ov er bis head. 
This method was inv ented by Duns 
Scot us, the eminent philosopher, and 
was a fav orite with Oliv er Cromwell, 
Louis XIV and Martin Van Buren.

— When those 
members of the house who admire 
Theodore Roosev elt at a distance and 
who wish that he would continue dis­ 
turbing the p eace of Europ e for an in­ 
definite p eriod learned that President 
Taft had announced that he intended 
to ap p oint Mr. Roosev elt at the head 
of the commission of five soon to be 
created by congress to assist in p re­ 
serv ing world-wide p eace, they dis­ 
p lay ed emotion. 
Somebody told the 
news to Rep resentativ e Tawney of 
Minnesota. 
Mr. Tawney threw up 
both 
hands, 
uttered 
an 
emp hatic 
“W hat’s th at!” and div ed into his com­ 
mittee room, where he refused himself 
to all newsp ap er men who did not first 
ex p lain that they had no intention of 
discussing Colonel Roosev elt or the 
p eace commission. 
Other members 
disp lay ed great interest in the an­ 
nouncement. 
Sp eaker Cannon, when 
somebody told him about Mr. Taft’s 
announcement, bit a cigar in half, 
scratched his head and refused to com­ 
mit himself further. 
All the insur­ 
gents, though, were tickled. Rep resen­ 
tativ e Victor Murdock of Kansas ut­ 
tered a loud "Grand!” and the other 
Rep ublicans who hav e been fighting 
Sp eaker Cannon and the house organ­ 
ization, and who seem to think that 
Mr. Roosev elt is with them, ex p ressed 
themselv es in about the same way . 
The fact that Colonel Roosev elt was 
slated to become the leading factor in 
the mov ement for world wide p eace 
became known when the house com­ 
mittee on foreign affairs authorized 
Rep resentativ e Bennett of New York 
to combine a resolution introduced by 
him with one offered by Bartholdt of 
Missouri, the real “friend of the dov e” 
so as to p rov ide for the creation of a 
commission oi five members to be ap ­ 
p ointed by the p resident to “consider 
the ex p edience of utilizing ex isting in­ 
ternational agencies for the p urp ose 
of limiting the armaments of the na­ 
tions of the world by international 
agreement 
and of constituting the 
combined nav ies of th e world an inter­ 
national force for the p reserv ation of 
univ ersal p eace.” 
Of course as soon as this action by 
the committee had been announced 
there was a lot of sp eculation as to 
the p ersonnel of this commission. 
It 
was then that Cap tain Foster and 
other members of th e foreign affairs 
committee let it be known that they 
called on the p resident some day s ago 
I to discuss this p rop osition, and that 
Mr. Taft had nominated Colonel Roos­ 
ev elt for the job. 
According to these 
gentlemen the p resident nev er ev en 
mentioned another name in connection 
with the chairmanship —or whatev er 
it may be called—of this commission. 
He simp ly ex claimed, according to one 
of his callers: 
“Why , Theodore Roosev elt is the 
one man for that job." 
The p resident added, so his v isitors 
say , that Mr. Roosev elt Would hav e 
world wide p eace if tie had to lick 
ev ery nation to .get it. 
The members 
of the foreign affairs committee left 
the White House thoroughly in accord 
with this v iew of the case.

New York, June 3.—That the sugar 
trust was cheating the p eop le from 
whom it was buy ing sugar by the use 
of false tests at the same time that it 
was 
cheating 
the 
gov ernment 
by 
means of false weights, seemed to be 
indicated in the testimony of Ernest 
W. Gerbracht, the sup erintendent of 
the Williamsburg refinery , in the sugar 
fraud trial in the United States circuit 
court. 
Gerbracht swore up and down in his 
cross-ex amination that he knew noth­ 
ing of the false weights on the docks, 
declaring 
that that all belonged to 
Sp itzer, but he did admit knowing 
about the sugar tests. 
He refused to 
characterize these tests as false, p re­ 
ferring to describe them as not being 
“true tests.” 
The amount which the sugar trust 
p aid to the sugar merchants was de­ 
termined not alone by the weight of 
the sugar, but on Us quality as fix ed 
by the p olariscop e test. 
The sugar 
was sup p osed to hav e been subjected 
to a so-called "standard test” at the 
refinery , and the bills p aid in accord­ 
ance with the results. 
There was some surp rise when Mr. 
Stimson, while cross-ex amining Ger­ 
bracht, suddenly asked him if he had 
not said that H. O. Hav emey er had 
| directed him to falsify tests of sugar 
at the refinery . Gerbracht at first said 
| that Mr. Hav emey er had told him no 
| such thing, hut finally said: 
"Mr 
Hav emey er told me to keep the tests 
low.” 
“Well,” said Mr. Stimson, “it seems 
to be only a difference in v erbiage.” 
Mr. Stimson wanted to know if this 
I order of Mr. 
Hav emey er’s did not 
amount to a direction to affect the 
p rice 
p aid 
to the merchants from 
whom it was bought, but Gerbracht 
said it referred to the cost of refining 
; sugar. 
Then Mr. Stimson got him to 
I admit that this was p ractically the 
same thing and keep ing the test low 
meant p ay ing less to the merchants for 
the sugar. He insisted that he had not 
made these tests p ersonally . 
“Did not y ou make the tests lower 
than their true figure?” he was asked 
by Mr. Stimson. 
“Y es.” 
“Didn’t Mr. Hav emey er tell y ou to 
do so?” 
j 
“Yes.” 
It ap p eared that the sugar trust had 
, been able to 
accep t high and low 
! grades of sugar from p roducers and 
| had op erated to the great disadv an- 
; tage of its rivr.ls in this resp ect. Ger­ 
bracht admitted that the lower tests 
had affected the business of other re- 


j fineries, when questioned on this by 
• Mr. Stimson. 
It came out that the sugar was test­ 
ed not only at the refinery , hut there 
was also a test made at the Wall street 
office and in some cases word would 
; come ov er from the Wall street office 
| to make the test lower. 
This was on 
the refined p roduct, howev er. In such 
| case coarser sugar would be mix ed in 
ap p arently to lower the grade. 
Ger­ 
bracht kep t on insisting to the v ery 
end that making the test lower than 


i the true test was not falsify ing, until 
a good many had to smile 
Just before he left the stand it de­ 
v elop ed that Gerbracht, immediately 
up on hav ing the sugar trust, had 
made a contract with the Arbuckles 
for five y ears at a salary of $30,000 a 
y ear. 
Bo got $20,000 from the sugar 
trust.
